smoky view of the famous sloop, the Dolly 
Ann, John’s property, and then she was en­ 
tirely certain that her son, 
who liad been 
three weeks absent on his voyage, was com­ 
ing home. 
Jupiter, the house-dog, who had been watch­ 
ing her, seemed to know it too, perfectly well; 
for as she turned from her survey through tho 
glass, his canine nature developed a degree of 
wriggling friskiness of which the grave old 
dog seemed half ashamed.

the case in certain countries once visited by 
Mr. B arnum . 
The principal trouble in con­ 
nection with the chronic and alm ost universal 
ill-health of our women is—so Hie Dr. say s— 
“ the lack of trees to climb in youth” and the 
lack of the opportunity to practice other m us­ 
cle-developing, and chest-w idening gym nas­ 
tics; in Hie substance of which statem en t she is 
undeniably right. 
But when it com es to Iron­ 
ing and scrubbing—and Mrs. E verett vows 
these tilings should not bo neglected—why, it 
is a m atter of simple “ don’t avant to .”

HOUSE. 
Mr. ROBERTS, member of the Committee 
on Ways and Means, modified tho statement 
w hich lie hail mado iu his speech last week iii 
which lie had been understood as asserting 
that Hie Secretary of the Treasury had recom­ 
mended an increase of taxation lo amount to 
$ 12,000,000. Ile had merely meant to convoy 
the idea that that was the Inference which he 
had drawn from Hie Secretary’s letterof Decem­ 
ber last to the Committee on Ways ami Means. 
He made the explanation ut the request of Hie 
Secretary. 
Mr. DAWES, Chairman of the committee, 
asked Roberts whether lie m derstood that the 
Secretary of the Treasury had at no time 
urged on the House Hie imposition of in­ 
creased taxation, and whether lie (RobertsI 
was authorized by the Secretary of the Treasury 
to announce to the House and country that 
Hie Secretary no longer desired any additional 
taxes to be imposed. 
Mr. ROBERTS said ho was not authorized 
liy the Secretary of the Treasury to make any 
statement different from tho litter which lie 
had submitted to Hie committee on Ways and 
Means. 
Tlio Houso went into Committee of the 
Whole, WixHlforJ, of New York, in the chair, 
on the legislative,executive and judicial appro­ 
priation bill, and wa*addressed bv Mr. Beck 
of Kentucky. 
He reiterated his former asser­ 
tion that approprialious for the current fiscal 
year were $13,000,000 in excess of estimates, 
and got into u controversy with Mr. Dawes 
upon tho correctness of that gentleman’* arith­ 
metic in his late speech, touched upon tho 
Saiilmrn contracts, unexpended balances, Ae. 
Mr. BITTLER of Massachusetts, in reply to 
Beck's allusion to the Sanborn contract, said 
the administration had been attacked in this 
matter by a corrupt press, egged on and paid 
by the very men who had cheated the govern­ 
ment out of its taxes, 
lie went on to give a 
history of the law and reasons for giving such 
contract. 
The object was to ascertain cases 
of delinquent tnxes due from railroads, whis­ 
key dealers and heirs of rich successions. 
Among other things Hie Erie Railway Im*! 
been brought to book for half a million of back 
taxes. 
Mr. FOSTER of Ohio asked Butler how 
much had benn collected from the Erie Rail­ 
way Company. 
Mr. BUTLER replied none of it hail lieen 
collected yet, because the Erie Railway Com­ 
pany had set the newspapers on Sant>om In 
order to get the law rej>ealed and to get up a 
row iii Congress over it Ult the time for col­ 
lecting these delinquent taxes had run out. 
The debate ou the law authorizing Sanborn 
contracts became general. 
Mr. FOSTER, from the Ways aud Means 
Committee, staled the committee had author­ 
ized him to rc]K>rl a bill to rc*|>cal that law. 
He undertook to say that three-fourths of all 
collections made under those contracts would 
havq. been made by tho ordinary internal 
revenue officers. 
Mr. Foster said thai the 
effect of the law had been thai instead of these 
contractors assisting revenue officers iii Ute 
discovery of back taxes, the revenue officer 
had been assisting them, for which the con­ 
tractors had 
received $2HI,OOO. 
A large 
amount of taxes had been collected by two 
men, one of them, Mr. Simmons, then Su|H*r- 
visor for Massachusetts, and the other Mr. 
Hawley of New York. 
One of those gentle­ 
men 
had 
lieen siuce indicted, ami would 
probably go to the |>enitetitlary, while the 
other had been promoted to the I' illcetorshlp 
of Boston. 
Laughter. 
Mr. BUTLER expressed the wish thai 300 
Sanborns could be let out ou rascal* who had 
been defrauding the government, ami limn 
Congress would not lie obliged to tax the poor 
man’* tea aud coffee ami matches. 
There 
were still $15,000,000 of these derelict taxi** 
uncollected, and Sanlsirn only wanted to be 
let loose upon them. 
Mr. FOSTER mode somo further remarks, 
in which lie alluded to Butler as an utlomey 
for Sanborn. 
Butler denied that he was San­ 
born's attorney; he had never boon retained 
iii a casa by him, but lie had ho|x>d to lie, and 
he would give his best service* very cheap iii 
helping to gel taxes out of these railroad 
companies. 
In retort to Foster’* allusion, he 
said that one time God came down from 
Heaven to finnish misstatement, and that w i* 
not because the man had said what was not 
true, but only because he had kept back part 
of the truth. 
Mr. DAWES and E. ll. ROBERTS denounc­ 
ed the'policy of farming the revenue* ns cor­ 
rupting. 
Mr. IHIE IJ’S of New Jersey detailed his 
own experience a* executor of an estate with 
re veil rn* farmers, not then knowing the char­ 
acter of their business. 
Mr. BUTLER was tin* only mctnlier defend 
ing the a; stem aud men executing it. 
Mr. GARFIELD gave a history of the law 
under which contracts were made. 
A propo­ 
sition had been made to tho Committee on 
Appropriations lo add to legislative appro 
priaUou* a clause empowering the Secretary 
of the Treasury to make contracts for collec­ 
tion of unpaid taxes. 
He had taken that 
clause lo Boutwell and asked whether lie de­ 
sired to have it put into the law. 
Boutwell 
had dissented from it and expressed his dis 
belief iii the policy of it. 
On reporting that 
fact to tim committee Hie elauso was unani 
mously rejected, and Hie hill passed the House 
not containing it. 
The bill came back 
from the .Senate with the clause iii it, aud lh* 
Commutes oil Appropriations rec oui mended 
it to be struck out, and it was struck out; 
subsequently iii tho conference committee the 
Senate conferees were strong and decided in 
their determination to keep that clause in.

It does not appear to be in the nature of re­ 
formatory enthusiasm to lie particular about 
its facts. 
The largest poetic license is usually 
granted, for example, to the roving, rib-tick­ 
ling and tear-com pelling tem perance orator, 
lie is not only tree to denounce rum and 
drunkenness, which is expected of him ; but 
free to do it in a very careless, sham bling 
way. 
Ordinarily the principal speaker of the 
evening assures his crowded and perspiring 
hearers th at the swilling down of alcoholic 
beverages is the bane of the present genera­ 
tion c! men and of this country and nation.

And

ration. 
Now, if the “ Battle-A xe of Tempe­ 
ra n c e ” will be kind enough to restrain himself 
for a fleeting moment, wo should like to say a 
word iu the meeting. 
First, then, we stand, 
we hope, as squarely and steadily upon the 
tem perance platform as anybody, and there­ 
fore run no risk in rem inding the orator that 
if he will exam ine the figures lie will find 
th at the m anufacture and sale of spirits lias 
declined within the last twenty-five years in 
proportion to the population of the United 
States.

only don’t cut your own head off. 


T lio « .h o s t o f a n O ld F o g y . 
The Tribune has dug an alm ost forgotten 
nam e out of the rubbish heaps of antiquity, 
aud quoted some of the recorded opinions of 
its defunct proprietor upon the money ques­ 
tion. 
The loving labor of our contem porary 
will not lie altogether in vain, for there are a 
few men still living who will rem em ber the 
sim ple patronym ic of Daniel W ebster. 
This 
W ebster jvas an old-fashioned sort of m an and 
naturally held some curiou3 old opinions. Not 
having had the advantage of a com plete edu­ 
cation in the noble science of sophistry, by 
which in our day one th in g is proved to be 
ju st as good as another, Mr. 
W ebster never 
found out th at “ legal ten d er,” or “ Constitu­ 
tional currency” as they called it then, is just 
as good as gold. 
Only to think th at a states­ 
m an—and he was accused of being that- - 
should talk such imbecility as this for exam ­ 
ple: 
“ W henever bank-notes are not con­ 
vertible into gold and silver at the will of the 
holder, lliey become of less value than gold 
and silver.” 
A nd w orst still, th at he should 
seem to have believed it with his whole heart I 
Now, ain't it hard th at a really gigantic intel­ 
lect like his, should never have discovered any 
higher and more “ elastic ” truth about money 
than what is implied by his words ? Did never 
the m agic word “ bonds ” occur to Mr. W eb­ 
ster as signifying the chief end of lu lls? 
If 
Mr. Morton or Mr. Bogy had kindly consented 
to have been born some two score years be­ 
fore they actually were, they could have put 
the “ sage of Marshfield ” up to a trick or two 
quite in advance of any lie held. 
They would 
have said, “ You see, Mr. W ebster, confidence 
is the thing; only have confidence enough 
scattered through the country and you w on’t 
w ant silver or gold. And confidence, my dear 
Sir, 13 based upon plenty of bonds; or, in as­ 
much as the people like som ething new, upon 
fresh and neatly-printed bills.” 
“ W hen one 
prom ise to pay gets a little old and battered, 
we should call it in, throw it into the waste­ 
basket, and send out a clean one.” 


After all m aybe it is b elter as it is. 
The 
great Daniel was a stubborn m an in the m at­

breathes who would not dare deatli sooner 
than risk that. 
Yet, really, if the Doctor will 
allow us, we wish she wouldn't club our m oth­ 
ers and wives with the graven im age of Su­ 
sanna Wesley.

to her meek and patient audience of women, 
that they “ should develop character.” There 
is here too much for us a g a in ; we thought the 
women of A m erica had “ developed character,” 
and were doing it more and more all the time.

J a y n e A gain on th e Stand. 


W a sh in g t o n , 
March 10.—T i n Way3 aud 
Means Committee resum ed the investigation 
of the moiety to informers business.

Moulton, of W oodruff and Robinson, took the 
stand and related the history of their case, 
lie had come before the com m ittee at the in­ 
stance of Ben Butler, to whom he had said 
theirs was a hard case. 
Butler suggested lie 
come before the W ays and M eans Commit­ 
tee and explain ¡Is hardship. 
His house had 
been acquitted of guilly intent. 
The irregu­ 
larities charged against it am ounted to only 
$5,000, but involved forfeiture of five million 
dollars’ worth of property. 
Jtfyne was then recalled, and explained the 
laws regarding moieties and the mode of de­ 
term ining duties. 
He then argued the pres­ 
ent laws were Constitutional, just and wise, 
and worked no severity if properly adm inis­ 
tered. 
He stated books were never seized 
without w arrant, aud but one w arrant w ithin 
his knowledge had not been served; th at was 
in the case of Phelps, Dodge & Co., and in 
th at case Judge Davis took the responsibility. 
He closed by saying never an unkind word 
had passed between himself and an im porter.

silo D enies .linking: a C onfession. 
New Y ork, March 10.—Lizzie L. King, 
alias K ate Stoddard, no.v in Brooklyn jail 
charged with the m urder of Charles Goodrich 
in March, 1873, publishes a long statem ent of 
what she knows about the tragedy. 
She says 
that on the night of G oodrich’s death she re­ 
tired early, leaving him reading a paper in the 
dining-room. 
She slept over two hours, when 
she was aw akened by the report of a pistol. 
She dressed and ran down stairs, and found 
Goodrich lying on the floor with his own re­ 
volver near his feet. 
She thought he hod 
com m itted suicide, but subsequent develop­ 
m ents led her to believe th at possibly lie 
m ight have been m urdered. 
A ccording to 
her story 110 confession of m urder was ever 
m ade by her to the police. 
Itoscoe she knows 
nothing of, ami as to L ucette Meyers she nev­ 
er saw her until she appeared as a witness in 
the case.

The bill to equalize the distribution of natiou- 
al b an k currency was then ta k en up, aud Mr. 
LOGAN of Illinois, who w as entitled to the 
floor, yielded to Mr. Ferry of Michigan, w ho. 
delivered a lensthy argum ent in favor of free 
banking on ualioual banking system . 
Mr. CONKLING presented a petition of 
Morton, Griswold aud other prom inent citizens 
of New York,holders of bonded indebtedness of 
the state cf Louisiana, stating th at the Legis- 
lgture of th at state is engaged in a process of 
repudiation, and praying Congress th at the 
bill introduced by Mr. C arpenter be passed, or 
some tantam ount legislation be had to protect 
their rights. 
Referred to Committee ou Privileges aud 
Elections 
The Senate went into~executivo session, and 
after a few m inutes adjourned. 


HOUSE. 
Mr. ROBERTS, member of the Committee 
on Ways aud Means, modified the statem ent 
which he had made iu his speech la st week in 
which he had been understood as asserting 
th at the Secretary of the Treasury had recom­ 
mended an increase of taxation to am ount to 
$42,000,000. lie had merely m eant to convey 
the idea that th a t was the inference which lie 
had draw n from the Secretary’s letter of Decem­ 
ber last to the Committee on W ays and Means. 
He made the explanation at the request of the 
Secretary. 
Mr. DAWES, Chairm an of the com m ittee, 
a 3ked Roberts w hether he understood th at the 
Secretary of the Treasury had a t no time 
urged on the House the im position of in­ 
creased taxation, and w hether lie (Roberts) 
was authorized by the Secretary of t lie Treasury 
to aunouuce to the House and country that 
the Secretary no longer desired any additional 
taxes to be imposed. 
Mr. ROBERTS said lie was not authorized 
by the Secretary of the Treasury to m ake any 
statem ent different from the latter which he 
had subm itted to the com m ittee on W ays and 
Means. 
The House went into Committee of the 
Whole, Woodford, of New York, in the chair, 
on the legislative,executive and judicial appro­ 
priation bill, and was addressed by Mr. Beck 
of Kentucky. 
H e reiterated his former asser­ 
tion th at appropriations for the current fiscal 
year were $15,000,000 in excess of estim ates, 
aud got into a coutrovcrsy with Mr. Dawes 
upon the correctness of that gentlem an’s arith­ 
metic in his late speech, touched 
upon the 
Sanborn contracts, unexpended balances, &c. 
Mr. BUTLER of M assachusetts, in reply to 
Beck's allusion to the Sauborn contract, said 
the adm inistration had been attack ed in this 
m atter by a corrupt press, egged on and paid 
by the very men who had cheated the govern­ 
m ent out of its taxes, 
lie went ou to give a 
history of the law and reasons for giving such 
contract. 
The object was to ascertaitU cases 
of delinquent taxes due from railroads, whis­ 
key dealers and heirs of rich successions. 
Among other tilings the Erie Railway hud 
been brought to book for half u million of back 
taxes. 
Mr. FOSTER of Ohio asked Butler how 
much had been collected trom the Erie Rail­ 
way Company. 
Mr. BUTLER replied none of it had been 
collected yet, because the Erie Railway Com­ 
pany had set the newspapers on Sanborn in 
order to get the law repealed and to get up a 
row in C o n g ras over it till the tim e for col­ 
lecting these delinquent taxes had run out. 
The debate ou the law authorizing Sanborn 
coutracts became general. 
Mr. FOSTER, from the W ays an d Means 
Committee, stated the com m ittee had author­ 
ized him to report a bill to repeal that law. 
He undertook to say that three-fourth3 of all 
collections made under those contracts would 
have, been made by the ordinary internal 
revenue officers. 
Mr. Foster said th at the 
effect of the law had been th at instead of those 
contractors assisting revenue officers in the 
discovery of back taxes, the revenue officer 
had been assisting them, for which tiie con­ 
tractors had 
received $213,000. 
A large 
am ount of taxes had been collected by two 
men, one of them, Mr. Simmons, then Super 
visor for M assachusetts, and the other Mr. 
Hawley of New York. 
One of those gentle­ 
men 
had 
been since indicted, and would 
probably go to the penitentiary, while the 
other had been promoted to the Collcctorship 
of Boston. 
Laughter. 
Mr. BUTLER expressed the wish th at 500 
Sanborns could be let out ou rascais wiio had 
been defrauding the governm ent, and then 
Congress would not be obliged to tax the poor 
m an’s tea and coffee and m atches. 
There 
were still $15,000,000 of these derelict taxes 
uncollected, and Sanborn oiily w anted to be 
let loose upon them. 
Mr. FOSTER made some further rem arks, 
in which lie alluded to Butler as an attorney 
for Sanborn. 
Butler denied that he was San­ 
born’s atto rn ey ; he had never been retained 
in a casa by him, but lie had hoped to be, and 
lie would give bis best services very cheap in 
helping to get taxes out of these railroad 
companies. 
In retort to F oster’s allusion, he 
said th at one tim e God cam e down from 
H eaven to punish m isstatem ent, and that was 
not because the m an had said w hat was not. 
true, but only because lie had kept back part 
of the truth. 
Mr. DAWES and E. II. ROBERTS denounc­ 
ed the policy of farm ing the revenues as cor 
rupting. 
Mr. PH E LPS of New Jersey detailed his 
own experience as executor of an estate with 
revenue farmers, not then knowing the char 
actor of their business. 
Mr. BUTLER was the only m ember defend­ 
ing the system aud men executing it. 
Mr. GARFIELD gave a history of the law 
under which coutracts were made. 
A propo­ 
sition had been m ade to tho Com m ittee on 
A ppropriations to add to legislative appro­ 
priations a clause em pow ering the Secretary 
of the Treasury to m ake contracts for collec 
lion of unpaid taxes. 
He had taken that 
clause to Boutwell and asked w hether he de­ 
sired to have it put into the law. 
Boutwell 
had dissented from it and expressed his dis­ 
belief in the policy of it. 
On reporting that 
fact to the com m ittee tiie clause w as unani­ 
mously rejected, and tho bill passed the House 
not containing it. 
The bill catne 
back 
Irom the Senate w ith the clause in it, and the 
Committee on A ppropriations recom m ended 
it to be struck out, and it was struck out; 
subsequently in tho couference com m ittee the 
Senate conferees were strong and decided in 
their determ ination to keep th a t clause in 
Finding that the Senate conferees would not 
yield, the House conferees had undertaken to 
obviate it3 objections by putting into th e law 
that no contract should be given to collect 
taxes under that arrangem ent uuless a state­ 
ment was first filed under oath setting forth 
exactly tho companies, corporations or indi­ 
viduals who owed taxe3 &c. 
That was the 
only condition on which the House conferees 
would agree to the clause.

It is claimed that

money for which ho did not account or pay 
over to the plaintiff; that he converted the 
same to his own use, and made largo purcha­ 
ses of real estate with the same, besides loan­ 
ing large amounts oil bonds mid mortgages. 
The following are the investments claimed to 
have been made: In October 31, 1873, he pur­ 
chased of Eugene Morgandale and Catharine, 
his wife, for the sum of $2,500, properly on 
North Trout street; February 12, 1874, lie 
bought at referee’s sale for $395, a piece of 
property in the town of Esopus. 
August 1st, 
1871, ho purchased at referee’* sale for $0,400 
a piece of property in Middletown, Orange 
comity. 
It is further claimed he has bought 
the following assignments of mortgages: One 
of a mortgage given by Jacob II. More and 
Sally C., his wife, to Win. P. Castle, for $500; 
from Jacob ll. Moro and wife to Cecelia Jewel 
for $1,232.25, aud 
one 
from 
Lewis II.

to 
John 
It. 
Hall, 
for 
$300. 
The 
plaintiffs 
ask 
for 
judgment for tho $10,000, and also that 
all the 
property of defendant 
shall 
be 
applied to pay the plaintiff's claim; abo, that 
defendant lie restrained by injunction from en­ 
cumbering or selling his property. 
An affi­ 
davit comprising the principal facts above 
stated was made by Hiram Schoon maker, one 
of the Directer* of the read, sworn to before 
E. S. Wood, Notary Public, and an order of 
nrrest on the same was granted by Judge T. 
It. Westbrook, holding Uh* defendant to bail 
iii the sum of $5,000. 
Emory was arrested 
on Monday ami gave bail, Jacob II. Moore 
and John Fisher signing the bail bond as sure­ 
ties. 
The defendant, Emory, was Interviewed 
by our reporter, and said lie would state all 
the facts iii tho case on Wednesday; that lie 
had not yet put in an answer in tho case, but 
would do so thou. 
Ile did not seem inclined 
to say anything about the case until he had 
asked the advice of his attorneys, Van Etten

John J. Hornbeck has returned from Canada 
with his mile sorrel, having been absent a 
little more than two months, 
lie has driven 
iii nine races, iii seven of which the Major 
came off victorious and was beaten in the 
other two only after a hard struggle, in one 
by a neck, trotting iii water two feet deep, 
and in Ute oilier localise of an accident in 
casting a slim*. 
Tile horses trotted against 
were, Era, formerly Kila Millard, a bay mare 
owned by one Fanning .of Belleville, Canada; 
Harry Mitchell, a bay horse from .Saranac, 
Canada, 
owned 
by Harry Mitchell; Kitty 
Wells, a dark chestnut mare, owned by A. 
Wells of Barry, Canada; Mazeppa, Lady Kale, 
Princess 
and 
Douglass. 
Tho races were 
trotte I at- Orch*, Beavertown, Fort Perry, 
Toronto, Millbrook, Whitby, Brighton, Tren­ 
ton mid Kingston. 
Iii these races the purses 
ranged from $125 to $200, the winning horses 
generally taking the “ pot," as there was 
seldom given second money. 
The tracks were 
mile courses on the ice, laid out iu tho small 
bays or coves oil Lake Ontario, and were iu 
the form of a kite with a round bow at the 
top. 
That is, tho horses would start from tho 
Judge's stand, trot up a long side-stretch, 
then turn agreat sweeping semicircle into the 
other sldo-slrctch of equal length, which iu- 
uerseclod at the starting jioint. 
The races 
re always well attended, as nearly everyone 
who lived within twenty-live or thirty miles of 
abe place would go to them as to a great fair. 
Several thousand jfeoplc woald assemble on 
[the ice, and as there was no railing aion; the 
tr.&k, this crowd would hedge in so it .was 
often like driving through a mob. 
During the 
race there would always be a number of fights 
on the ice,and these fights would not be of the 
ordinary kind to be seen at an Ulster county 
horse trot, but the true western st) Ie. 
Most 
of the men are big chaps six feet high, and 
they would bite off each other's fingers, noses 
ami ears with the greatest sang /r o il imagi­ 
nable. 
The country is a very old-fashioned 
one, and the hotels are run in the regular old­ 
fashioned style; all the boarders sit at one 
able, the first man licit, and “ the devil lake 
the hindmost.” 
Iii this country coal is a 
[luxury seldom indulged in. 
Large fire-places 
are used iii which sticks of cord-wood are 
burned without cutting or splitting. 
To keep 
the room warm during an evening a supply of 
fire-wood is rolled in the bar-room, filling » 
portion of the room to the ceiling. 
After a 
lace there would always Ik* half-a-dozen first- 
lass fights, either in the parlor or bar-room, 
in which the parties engaged would be allowed 
J o u g e and chew each other until satisfied, 
lateen the landlord would come along with a 
broom and sweep out the'am putated pieces 
of the combatants. 
The railroads arc slow institutions, and the 
whole country looks as though it had been 
only half settled. 
There is still plenty of snow 
Canada, though the weather this winter 
has not been severely cold. 
The last race 
trotted by Hornbeck was at Kingston last 
Thursday, the 5th inst. 
There were 
live 
iitries: 
Eva, a bay mare, entered by Mr. 
panning; Harry Mitchell, bay gelding, entered 
by Harry Mitchell; Kitty Wells, dark chestnut 
mare, entered by A. Wells, and Ilorubcck's 
sorrel gelding, Maior King. 
The race was for 
a parse of $200, mile heats best three In five, 
and was won by the little] sorrel in three 
straight heats in 2:29, 2:26$ and 2:26J. 
The 
race was a hot one throughout. Harry Mitchell 
is claimed to be one of tho fastest horses to 
trot half a mile in the country, and his owner 
claims lie bas trotted a half mile in 1:05. This 
horse headed Major each heat for the first 
half mile, when the sorrel would rush up on 
the home stretch and win the race.

Ou Tuesday morning the abore court opened 
at the regular hour, 9 o'clock a. m. 
Iii tho cascol The People vs. Thomas Cipher 
the jury rendered a verdict of not guilty. 
The first case called was that of The People 
rn. Charles Traver. 
The prisoner is indicted 
for knocking dowu and robbing Mr. Joshua 
Brooks iii the night limo. 
The attorneys in 
the case are tho District Attorney for The 
People, A. T. Clearwater for the prisoner. 
Josiii A Brooks sworn—Live a mile and a 
half from Highland, in the town of Lloyd; on 
the 12th of October last I went to church at 
Highland, aud after 
returning home was 
knocked dowu in Hie stable with a club; I 
was in tho act of slopping in the stable; was 
hit on tho left side or my head just back of my 
ear; it pains me still; the effect of the blow 
was to knock me down; in groping around I 
caught hold of a man’s hand, and thinking I 
was in a bad situation I began to halloo mur­ 
der; a bag was put over my mouth to stop nu* 
from hallooing. 
(The glob and bag with blood 
on it were here brought in coart and shown to 
the Judge and jury.) 
While the bag was be­ 
ing held over my mouth hands were run in my 
pockets; one pocket was robbed of a specta­ 
cle case with spectacles, a tobacco lux and a 
lead pencil; spectacles and case were worth 
about $2; I had money to the amount of $80 
in my other pocket, but it was not taken; I 
found another chih of hickory wood near the 
place the next morning; there were at least 
two persons; after they had turned me over 
my wife and daughter, having heard my cries, 
came out, when the parties left me; I jumped 
up immediately; they ran and I followed after 
them; I discovered one of the parties was 
Charles Traver, the prisoner; he was from six 
to eight feet from me when I recognized him; 
it was a starlight night; I am acquainted with 
Traver; he has worked for me a number of 
times; I did not recognize tho other person— 
Ii* was ahead of Traver so I could not get a 
good view of him; I followed them to the west 
end of tho barn, when they disappeared in a 
pasture lot; my spectacle case was afterward* 
found iii the field; the bag I had in my mar­ 
ket wagon under the wagon house; the blow 
could have luen struck from within the stall. 
Cross-Examined— \ am 65 years of age; 
have worn spectacle* Tpert»ap3 a dozen years; 
had a man iii my employment by, name of 
Mackay; I don't know w here'lie is; he had 
been working at farming; did not go to 
church with me that night; I make a habit of 
carrying from $50 to $200 iii my pocket; 
three days after the occurrence ho left my 
place; don't know that he]*toto a horse or a 
fiddle; I can recognize Traver .from his face 
or back; I saw him on the back; this was 
about nine o’clock at night; the club is of 
pine; have lived there thirty years. 
Mi** 
Brooks 
sworn—Remember 
the 
night of the 12th of Octolier last; I left my 
father at the piazza, Ilion went up stairs; 
heard my father scream; heard him halloo 
murder, aud say men are]murdering me; went 
out ou the piazza; I heard the firing of a pis­ 
tol, and I ran toward the barn calling out to 
spare my father’* life; I saw tho men run; I 
went to tim etable with the light; saw the club 
and bog; there was some fresh blood on tho 
bag in place#; my father's mouth was bleed­ 
ing. 
Cross-K a.nine I —We reached homo about 
nine o'clock; it |was about eight minute* af­ 
terward* I heard the cry. 
To the Judge—There were four shots; it 
was ju-*t after I heard the noise. 
Josut'A Brooks recalled—As I chased the 
men I remembered I had a pistol in my over­ 
coat tucket, and fired the shot* at them. 
Prosecution here rested their case, and the 
counsel for prisoner, A. T. Clearwater, opened 
the case on the part of Hie defense. 
J ame 
T raver was then called for the 
defense; remember the night of the robbery; 
Chai I* a Traver came to my house about 2 
o’clock that afternoon and stayed there until 
about 7 o'clock, and then we went over to the 
iifigblior to get a closet,at Mr*. Uosekran3«'s; 
met a younger brother and asked him to go 
with us; Charles complained of a stitch in his 
side so he could not help curry the closet the 
wboU distance; saw Iii rn go into my mother’* 
house. 
C roM 'K ''iinit'ti -This 
was 
about eight 
o’clock. 
J am; A. Traver sworn—-Am motlier of 
prisoner; remember the night of the occur­ 
ence: Charles and Willie came in the bouse 
about eight o'clock; they both lived with me; 
we all went over to Harrison Traver’* a little 
while afterward*; Harrison’* wife was lame 
iii her foot; Harrison and I went to Rose- 
krait*' and w. re there aluut half an hour; 
came back and we all went home about nine 
o'clock; the boy* went to b*d about ten 
o'clock. 
Grots-Examine I—looked al the clock while 
al Harrison'* and also looked at tho clock at 
Rosokrans’; did not swear before the Squire 
that Charles was at horn** all the evening; 
they got me all tangled up at the Squire'* aud 
I did swear to some thing* that were not 
true; they had it all their own way down 
there; wouldn't allow u* to have a lawyer or 
nothing, I want you to understand that. 
Several other witnesses of the Traver family 
corroliorated this evidence on the part of the 
defense; these wit no-sea however, were im­ 
peached, aud it was shown by any number of 
jieople they could not bo believed under oath. 
In Hie case of The People vs. Saxon the 
defendant was flued $30, which amount w as 
paid. 
The next case tried was that of The People 
tut. K l i car ii ll. butler. 
Tho defendant is in­ 
dicted for having stolen twenty-two dozen 
paint brushes of the value of $528 and one 
shot! brush of the value of $2. 
Ho was also 
indicted for being the receiver of the stolen 
goods alane mentioned. 
These good* as 
claimed were the property of John J. Adams, 
a manufacturer of brushes in New York city. 
It was claimed a porter in the. employment of 
Adams, by name Patrick ^latterly, took the 
brushes aud gave them to defendant to sell. 
The only evidence the complainant coaid give 
that the brushes were stolen was that an in­ 
ventory had been made of the amount of 
goods on hand, which, estimated with goods 
manufactured and sold, showed there was a 
deficiency of the number of brushes named. 
The defendant, who resides iii the city of 
Kingston, runs a small cobbler shop and sold 
a small number of brushes to parties iu the 
place, and one or two were found in his i>os- 
session with the name of Adams on them. 
After Hie evidence had been closed on the 
part of the prosecution the defendant's coun­ 
sel claimed there was not sufficient evidence 
in Hie case to go to the jury. 
The Judge, 
however, decided to let the jury take it, and 
the defendant then, without calling any wit­ 
nesses, closed the case.

I ii the case of The People vs. Charles Traver 
the jury failed to agree aud were discharged.

Emory in the Supreme Court, is for the recov­ 
ery as alleged of the sum of ten thousand dol­ 
lars belonging to said company, which said 
Emory fraudulently appropriated to his own 
use while acting as the agent of the company, 
iu the capacity of toll-keepur of the toll-gate 
of the town of Kingstou. 
Emory was employed in August, 1865, to 
act as keeper of the toll-gate at a specified sala­ 
ry, and served a3 such for the period of nine 
years until March, 1874.

T ltO T T IN C ON T H E IC E IN C A N A D A . 


A T e n m i n u te s T a l k w it l i J o lin J . 
F lo i n b e c k . 
John J. llornbeck has returned from Canada 
with his little sorrel, having been absent a 
little more than two months. 
He has driven 
in nine races, in seven of which the Major 
came oil victorious and was beaten in the 
other two only after a hard struggle, in one 
by a neck, trotting in water two feel deep, 
and in the other because of an accident in 
casting a shoe. 
The horses trolled against 
were, Eva, formerly Ella Millard, a bay mare 
owned by one Fanning _of Belleville, Canada; 
Harry Mitchell, a bay horse from Saranac, 
Canada, 
owned 
by Harry Mitchell; Kitty 
Wells, a dark chestnut mare, owned by A. 
Wells of Barry, Canada; Mazeppa, Lady Kate, 
Princess 
and 
Douglass. 
Tho races were 
trotted at- Orelia, JJeaverlown, Fort Perry, 
Toronto, Millbrook, Whitby, Brighton, Tren­ 
ton and Kingston. 
In these races tho purses 
ranged from $125 to $200, the winning horses 
generally taking the “ pot,” a3 there was 
seldom given second money. 
The tracks were 
mile courses on the ice, laid out in tho sinail 
bays or coves oil Lake Ontario, and were in 
the form of a kite with a round bow at the 
top. 
That is, the horses would start from tho 
Judge’s stand, trot up a long side-stretch, 
then turn a great sweeping semicircle into the 
other side-stretch of equal length, which in­ 
tersected at the starling point. 
The races 
wore always well attended, as nearly everyone 
who lived within twenty-live or thirty miles of 
the place would go to them as to a great fair. 
Several thousand iTeoplc would assemble on 
the ice, and as there was no railing along the 
track, this crowd would hedge in so i t . was 
often like driving through a mob. 
During the 
race there would always be a number of fights 
on the ice, and these fights would not be of the 
ordinary kind to be seen at an Ulster county 
liorse trot, but the true western style. 
Most 
of the men are big chaps six feet high, and 
they would bite off each other’s fingers, noses 
and ears with the greatest sang froid imagi­ 
nable. 
The country is a very old-fashioned 
one, and the hotels are run in the regular old- 
fashioned style; all the boarders sit at one 
table, the Ilr3t man best, and “ the devil take 
the hindmost.” 
In this country coal is a 
luxury seldom indulged in. 
Large fire-places 
are used in which sticks of cord-wood are 
burned without cutting or splitting. 
To keep 
the room warm during an evening a supply of 
fire-wood is rolled in the bar-room, filling a 
portion of the room to the ceiling. 
After a 
race there would always be half-a-dozen first- 
class fights, either in the parlor or bar-room, 
in which the parties engaged would be allowed 
to gouge and chew each other until satisfied, 
when the landlord would come along with a 
broom and sweep out the’amputated pieces 
of the combatants. 
The railroads arc slow institutions, and the 
whole country looks a3 though it had been 
only half settled. 
There is still plenty of snow 
in Canada, though the weather this winter 
has not been severely cold. 
The last race 
trotted by llornbeck was at Kingston last 
Thursday, the 5th inst. 
There were 
five 
entries: 
Eva, a bay mare, entered by Mr. 
Fanning; Harry Mitchell, bay gelding, entered 
by Harry Mitchell; Kitty Wells, dark chestnut 
mare, entered by A. Wells, and Ilorubeck’s 
sorrel gelding, Major King. 
The race was for 
a parse of $200, mile hcat3 best three in five, 
and was won by the little] sorrel in three 
straight heats in 2 :29, 2 :2G$ and 2 :2G.j. 
The 
race was a hot one throughout. Harry Mitchell 
is claimed to be one of the fastest horses to 
trot half a mile in tho country, and his owner 
claims lie has trotted a half mile in 1:05. This 
hor3e headed Major each heat for the first 
half mile, when the sorrel would rush up on 
the home stretch and win the race. 
The re­ 
sult of the race was: 
Major King first, Kitty 
Wells second, Harry Mitchell third, and Ella 
Millard fourth. 
Under the rules of the Associ­ 
ation time given in a race on the ice is not a 
record.

Judge Wm. Lawton Presiding. 
Ou Tuesday morning tho above court opened 
at the regular Lour, 9 o’clock a. m. 
Iu tho case of The People vs. Thomas Sipher 
the jury reudored a verdict of not guilty. 
The first case called was that of The People 
vs. Charles Traver. 
The prisoner is indicted 
for knocking down and robbing Mr. Joshua 
Brooks in the night time. 
The attorneys in 
the case are the District Attorney for The 
People, A. T. Clearwater for the prisoner. 
Joshua Brooks sworn—Live a mile and a 
half from Highland, iu the town of I.loyd; on 
the 12th of October last I went to church al 
Highland, and after 
returning home was 
knocked down in the stable with a club; I 
was in the act of slopping in the stable; was 
hit on the left side or my head ju3tback of my 
ear; it pain3 me still; the effect of the blow 
was to knock me down; in groping around I 
caught hold of a man’s hand, and thinking I 
was in a bad situation I began to halloo mur­ 
der; a bag was put over my mouth to stop me 
from hallooing. 
(The qlub and bag with blood 
on it were here brought in court and shown to 
the Judge and jury.) 
While the bag was be­ 
ing held over my mouth hands were run in tny 
pockets; ono pocket wa3 robbed of a specta­ 
cle case with spectacles, u tobacco box and a 
lead pencil; spectacles and case were worth 
about $2; I had money to the amount of $80 
in my other pocket, but it was not taken; I 
found another c'ub of hickory wood near the 
place the next morning; there were at least 
two persons; after they had turned me over 
my wife and daughter, having heard my cries, 
came out, when the parties left me; I jumped 
up immediately; they ran and I followed after 
them; I discovered one of the parties was 
Charles Traver, the prisoner; he was from six 
to eight feet from me when I recognized him; 
it was a starlight night; I am acquainted with 
Traver; he has worked for me a number of 
times; I did not recognize the other person— 
lit was ahead of Traver so I could not get a 
good view of him ; I followed them to the west 
end of the barn, when they disappeared in a 
pasture lot; ray spectacle ca3c was afterwards 
found in the field; the bag I had in my mar­ 
ket wagon under the wagon hoii3e; the blow 
could have been struck from within the stall. 
Cross-Examined—I am G5 years of age; 
have worn spectacles Tperhaps a dozen years; 
liada man iu my employment by, name of 
Mackoy; I don’t know where’ he is; he had 
been working at farming; did not go to 
church with me that night; I make a habit of 
carrying from $50 to $200 m. my pocket; 
three days after the occurrence he left my 
place; don’t know that hcjstole a horse or a 
fiddle; I can recognize Traver .from his face 
or back; I saw him on the back; this was 
about nine o’clock at night; the club is of 
pine; have lived there thirty years. 
Miss 
B rooks 
sw orn—Rem ember 
the 
night of the 12th of October last; I left my 
father at the piazza, then went up stairs; 
heard my father scream; heard him halloo 
murder, and say men are'murdering me; went 
out ou the piazza; I heard the firing of a pis­ 
tol, and I ran toward the barn calling out to 
spare my father’s life; I saw the men run; I 
went to tim etable with the light; saw the club 
and bag; there was some fresh blood on the 
bag in places; my father's mouth was bleed­ 
ing. 
Cross-Examinc l—W e reached hom e ab o u t 
nine o 'clock; it ¡w as a b o u t eig h t minutes af­ 
te rw a rd s I h e a rd the cry. 
To the Judge—There were four shots; it 
was ju3t after I heard the noise. 
J oshua B rooks recalled —A s I chased the 
m en I rem em bered I h a d a p isto l in m y o v er­ 
co a t p o ck et, a n d tired th e sh o ts a t them . 
Prosecution here rested their case, and the 
counsel for prisoner, A. T. Clearwater, opened 
the case on the part of the defense. 
Jam e s 
T r a v e r was then called for the 
defense; remember the night of the robbery; 
Charles Traver came lo my house about 2 
o’clock that afternoon and stayed there until 
about 7 o'clock, and ilien we went over to the 
neighbor to get a closet,at Mrs. Rosekranse’s ; 
met a younger brother and asked him to go 
with us; Charles complained of a stitch in his 
side so he could not help carry the closet the 
wholí distance; saw him go into my mother’s 
house. 
Cross-Examined—T his 
was 
about eig h t 
o’clock. 
J an e A. 
T r a v er sworn—Am mother of 
prisoner; remember the night of the occur­ 
ence; Charles and Willie came in tho house 
about eight o'clock; they both lived with me; 
we all went over to Harrison Tracer’s a little 
while afterwards; Harrison’s wife was lame 
in her foot; Harrison and I went to Rose- 
krans’ and were there about half an hour; 
came back and we all went home about nine 
o’clock; the boys went to bed about ten 
o’clock. 
Cross-Examined—Looked at the clock while 
at Harrison’s and also looked at tho clock at 
Rosekrans’; did not swear before the Squire 
that Charles was at home all the evenin 
they got me all tangled up at the Squire’s and 
I did swear to some things that were not 
true; they had it all their own way down 
there; wouldn’t allow us lo have a lawyer or 
nothing, I want you to understand that. 
Several other witnesses of the Traver family 
corroborated this evidence on the part of the 
defense; these witnesses however, were im­ 
peached, and it was shown by any number of 
people they could not be believed under oath 
In the case of The People vs. Saxon the 
defendant was fined $30, which amount was 
paid. 
The next case tried was that of The People 
vs. Edward 11. Butler. 
The defendant ¡3 in­ 
dicted for having stolen twenty-two dozen 
paint brushes of tho value of $528 and ono 
shoe brush of the value of $2. 
He was also 
indicted for being the receiver of (lie stolen 
goods above mentioned. 
These goods as 
claimed were the property of John J. Adams, 
a manufacturer of brushes in New York city. 
It was claimed a porter in the. employment of 
Adams, by name Patrick Slatterly, took the 
brushes and gave them to defendant to sell. 
The only evidence the complainant could give 
that the brushes were stolen was that an in­ 
ventory had been made of the amount of 
goods on hand, which, estimated with goods 
manufactured and sold, showed there was a 
deficiency of the number of brusbc3 named. 
The defendant, who resides in the cily of 
Kingston, runs a small cobbler shop and sold 
a small number of brushes to parties in the 
place, and one or two were found in his pos­ 
session with the name of Adams on them 
After tho evidence had been closed on the 
part of the prosecution the defendant’s coun 
sel claimed there was not sufficient evidence 
in the case to go to tho jury. 
The Judge 
however, decided to let the jury take it, and 
tho defendant then, without calling any wit 
nesses, closed the case. 
The District Attorney 
and J. N. Fiero appeared for The People, 
while A. J. Mellon vva3 defendant’s aitoruey, 
In the case of The People vs. Charles Travel 
the jury failed to agree and were discharged 
The case of Tho People vs. Charles Stewart 
was then called.
